’^^W^SHINGTON — Congress challenged 
President Clinton Tuesday to make his best case 
on why American ground forces should be de- 
ployed to Bosnia as part of a newly initialed 
peace agreement, as’the White House launched u 
criticol efTort at salesmanship. 

The initial reaction of congressional leaders to 
the proposed deployment of 20,000 American 
troops suggested caution, wariness and consider- 
oble skepticism. But the leaders appeared signift- 
eontly less hostile than they had only days ago. 

Already in the midst of a bitter budget battle 
and heading toward a 'presidential campaign, 
aides acknowledged Clinton faces a crucial test 
on what have long been considered among his 
weakest points — diplomacy and credibility as 
the nation’s commander In chief — as he tries to 
pereuade Congress and the public that Uie dc- 
plo^cnt is both prudent and necessary. 

“We should not automatically say no, nor 
should we automotically say yes,” House Speak- 
er Newt Gingrich, R-Ca., said. Senate Majority 


Leader Robert J. Dole, R-Kan., said Clinton 
m ust make a case he h a s thus far f ailed to make 
7^‘that there is a nutionafinteresl and there is some 
reason to commit 20,000 American troops” to 
Bosnia. 

Some suggested Congress will stand neither 
with nor agaiast the deployment, but will debate 
it for so long it will become a fait accompli, ul- 
' lowing legislators to attack it if things go wrong. 

Others in Congress suggested Clinton can get 
a resolution of .support. Rep. Lee H. Hamilton, ‘ 
D-lnd.. said it will take “extraordinary” effort 
but is do-ablc. In contrast with “outright hostili- 
ty” of a few weeks ago, he said, “more recently 
the hard edge has come off and rnembers arc 
paying much more attention, still skeptical but' 
listening. Tliat’s a change." 

Clinton began making the case Tuesday in u 
Rose Garden statement announcing the peace 
agreement in which he argued. “Without us. the 
hard-won peace will be lost."

Twin Falls math teacher 
will beeome state coordinator

TWIKJ falls — His days teaching 
math are numbered. 

LaRon Smith, an award-winning 
teacher at Twin Falls High School, will 
leave the classroom to take a job where 
he hopes to have widespread influence - 
. at the state Department of Education un- 
der state schools Superintendent Anne C. 
Fox. 

On Dec. 1 1, he will become the new 
' math and science coordinator for the 
state, q position that will allow him to 
■ "commumcatc with'schools ond teachers' 
around Idaho and testify befbre the Leg- 
islature as needed. 

It wasn’t a decision he arrived at cosi- 

*y- 

“I’m hoppy here," he said. “1 agonized 
over this decision considerably." 

The Education Department wanted 
Smith because he’s a leader, a self- 


starter and a great teacher, said Tom Far- 
Icy, who previously held the position. 
Farley is now the new chief of the Bu- 
reau of Instruction. 

Smith served as president of the Idaho ‘ 
Council of Math Tcochcrs. Winning the 
Presidential Award for Excellence in 
Teaching in 1991 and the Einstein Fel- 
lowship in 1994 didn't hun his chances 
either. 

“All the parts just fit," Farley said. 
“He is aligned with the philosophy, the 
direction the department is trying to go 
in education.” 

_Smith plans to tackle at least two main 
' issues as the state coonlihatbr. 

One, he thinks math teachers in the 
middle schools should be certified to 
teach math to guarantee quality teachers. 
Right now they can teach up to prc-olgc- 
bra with an elementary teaching certifi- 
cate. 

Two. there should be more communi- 
cation alohg the educational chain - be- 


tween colleges, high schools, middle 
schools, elementary schools and even 
preschools. 

Preparation in one school leads to suc- 
cess or lack of it in the next, he said. Too 
often, educators sit around and "gripe" 
about the feeder schools, he said. In- 
stead. they should get out and talk about 
what students should leam, and when. 

An experienced teacher who still re- 
tains the old-fashioncd practice of cull- 
ing students by their last names, he's u 
favorite of at least one .student. 

“He’s one of the best math teachers 
I’ve ever had." said Erin Santos, a ju; 
riior. "He's really good at explaining. 
Some math teachers you feci weird ask- 
ing questions because they might look 
down on you." 

But when she doesn't understand 
something in Smith's class, she’ll ask up 
to 10 questions in one period. 

She especially likes his style of dress -

Nomin®^ 
chase ends 
for Specter

WASHINGTON — Pennsylvania Sen. 
Arlen Specter, langui.shing with little visi- 
ble support for hi.s moderate mc.ssagc. .sus- 
pended his Republican presidential cam- 
paign Tuesday night due to a lack of fund- 
ing. 

"1 urn suspending my candidacy for the 
nomination because I am out of money,” 
Specter said in an appearance on CNN’s 
“Lorry King Live." 

Specter, whose campaign has been 
struggling financially for some time, 
stopped just .short of dropping out of the 
race completely.

Earlier in the day, several campaign of- 
ficials who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, .said Specter reluctantly decid- 
ed call it quits in the face of dismal fund- 
raising ond a lack of support ftom party • 
moderates. 

“In this day of presidential politics 
where money is so important, unless I can 
get some financial help, I’m suspending,” 
Specter added during his TV appearance. 

Specter’s departure from the race would 
leave a GOP field of eight candidates 
dominated by conservatives. He planned a 
formal announcement of his decision on 
“Wednesdoy in Philadelphia. 

Specter, who failed to rise above 2 per- 
cent in the polls, had sought to pull his 
party buck from what he considered a far 
right tilt influenced by intolerant extrem- 
ists. 

The end of his campaign is not expected 
to significantly change the presidential 
race, where' Specter was always an alsp- 
ran in polls. 

Tcchnicolly. Specter planned to put his 
campaign into suspended status, which al- 
lows him to collect some S1.2 million in 
fcdcr.ll matching funds in January to pay 
off hi.s bills, said one official. 

Specter, 65, would be the second candi- 
date to drop out. following California Gov. 
Pete Wilson in September.

WASHINGTON — Nearly seven 
decades after Herbert Hoover promised 
Americans “a chicken in every pot and 
two cars in every garage," the Rond 
Corp. wonts to add an electronic mailbox 
to the list. 

The widespread ability for people to 
send and receive electronic messages 
known, os c-moil holds important sociol, 
economic and political benefits, a Rand 
report said Tuesday. 

Those benefits include making sure 
poor people are' not left out of the infor- 
mation age; creating new business oppor- 
tunities and producing more informed 
voters. 


But the ta.sk of administering millions 
of electronic mail addresses wouldn't be 
cosy, some experts say. 

One issue would be how to give out ad- 
dresses to people with the same names. 
Now, once a commercial provider like 
America Online issues an address for a 
particular name, let’s say John Doc, no 
other America Online customer can use 
that name on his mailbox. Although the 
name could be used on an electronic 
mailbox provided by another company 
like CompuServe, the ability to use one’s 
name'is extremely limited under the ex- 
isting system. 

To make electronic mail as universally 
available in the United States as tele- 
phones, the federal government and busi- 


ness would need to work together, the re- 
port said. 

To this end, the study recommended 
using public funding — cither from gen- 
eral Treasury revenues or a tax on com- 
munications companies and information 
service providers — to help people who 
otherwise could not afford electronic mail 
service. 

The study estimated that it would cost 
roughly SI billion to provide electronic 
mail to 10 percent of all Americans. 

There ore now roughly 6.7 million con- 
sumer electronic mailboxes — versus 
business moilboxes — with users gener- 
ally paying a fiat monthly fee of $9.95 
for the first five hours of use, then $2.95 
for each additional hour, the study said. 


Anierica Online spokeswoman Pam 
McGruw hadn't seen the study and 
couldn't comment on it., but pointed out 
that only 8 to 9 percent of all U.S. homes 
surf the Intcmct, a global computer net- 
work, or subscribe to nn online service. 
“E-mail is in an early singe." she said. 

As a way to reach people who don’t 
own compulcrs, the study recommended 
that terminals be located in public places 
— street comers, community centers, li- 
bniries, hotels — just a.s pay phones arc, 
so people can send and receive electronic 
mc.ssnges. 

About 37 percent of all U.S. homes do 
have n computer, according to the Elec- 
tronic Industries Association.

NATO saw action for 
the first lime, highlighted by a month- 
long assault on Bosnian Serbs that 
helped curb their appetite for war. 

It all begun when Slovenia, the 
northwestern republic of the old 
Yugoslavia, declared independence 
June 25.

Fire chief denied reinstateinent 


KUNA (AP) — Lacking support 
from his own volunteers, former 
Kuna Fire Chief Rfcliord Cromwell 
will not return to head the communi- 
ty’s fire department. 

KUna fire commissioners Monday 
refuted to reinstate Cromwell fot- 
lowihg a no-confidcnce vote from 
firefighters. 

Cromwell, 56; was forced to 
resign, in September aficr 32 years 
“orscrvice.'His departure followed . 
the deaths of Kuna volunteers Bill 
Buttram and Josh Oliver in lost sum- 
mer’s Initial Point range fire. 

"Due to the overwhelming vote 
from the firemen, and our concerns 
for the safety and well-being of the 
community, at this time, we cannot, 
in all good conscience, reinstate 
Rieh,” Fire Commission Chairman 
Toni Snider said. 

Nearly all the 25 firefighters 


declined to endorse Cromwell, not 
becatue'he wos disliked but because 
he wits not right for the job in a 
community that has grown ns much 
as Kuna in recent years. 

"Rich in his day served welt, but 
with the changes that have occurred, 
we need someone who is progres- 
sive," Acting Assistant Chief Scott 
Kicsigsaid. 

I He said volunteers did not speak 
out sooner for fear of being viewed 
as disloyal. 

"1 think the volunteers felt it was 
time for someone other than Rich to 
be in that job," Kiesig said. "There's 
not anyone here who doesn’t like 
him. But the way of doing business 
the way it was always done doesn’t 
work anymofei" ' 

Citizens backing Cromwell called 
pressed for reinstatement considera- 
tion. Cromwell did not attend and 


later refused to comment, saying 
only, “There’s nothing to talk about 
until I talk with the group of citi- 
zens.” 

Kuna Mayor Greg Nelson ted the 
bloc supporting the ousted chief. 

"I'm satisfied that we did what the 
community expected of us,|' Nelson 
said. 

But Cromwell had failed al a 
number, of administrative duties, — 
commissioners said. He attended 
few training sessions for paramedics 
and firefighters, and he let his certi- 
fication lapse os an emergency med- 
ical technician. 

However, no comprehensive list 
of standards or operating procedures 
for the chieCs job exists, Snider 
admitted. Problems were simply dis- 
cussed with individuals. 

A statement of policies is being 
drafied, she said.

Cows help 
reclaim 


mine site 


ELY, Ncv. (AP) — Magma 
Nevoda Mining has been dumping 
tons of hay and manure on its old 
waste dumps in an effort to begin 
reclaiming the rock. Then the com- 
pany decided it probably would be 
easier to just let cows do the job. 

"We’re looking for the most cost 
effective treatment for long term 
reclamation. We’re looking at this 
because wc have some 3,500 acres 
of old waste dumps that need atten- 
tion," said Carry Goodrich, environ- 
mental manager. 

The mine has developed 2-acrc 
fenced plots for the cattle. Each will 
have 150 animals for 17 days. 

The cattle spend their days eating 
generous portions of hay ond stomp- 
ing some of the feed into the ground 
along with generous amounts of 
manure. 

Tho cattle ore expected to gain 
about two pounds a day while 
tromping fVom one end of the feed 
lot selling where the hoy is to the 
other ond. where tho water is. 

"This constant back-ond-forth 
motion by the cattle will build 
micro-terraces,’’ Goodrich said. 
"After 17 days, there should be the 
start of a naturally terraced hillside," 
he said. 

The plots will be studied follow- 
ing the tests and if results aro favor- 
able. a 15-20-acrc plot may be 
worked .next year. 

"We don’t nave much topsoil here 
and wc need to build topsoil out of 
woste rock," Goodrich said. "It will 
take two to three years to build the 
' soil," 

Rancher Jeff Gordner of Lund is 
providing the cattle and a ranch 
hand to oversee the animals during 
the test. 

'The program. Environmental 
Mine Practices and Cattle 
Treatment, or EMPACT. is not new 
to Magma.

Grinkov’s heart flawed 


LAKE PLACID. N.Y. — Olympic 
figure skating champion Sergei 
Grinkov’s heart was a lime bomb 
that exploded without warning, doc- 
tors said Tuesday. 

An outopsy showed the 28-year- 
old Russian died of a massive heart 
aiiaek caused by u blocked artery 
and high blood pressure. 

He had been practicing on the ice 
with his wife and partner, Ekaterina 
Gordeeva, when he was stricken. He 
ajtparently had another heart attack 
within 24 hours before he collapsed 
on Monday, Dr. Francis Vargo said. 

He said (here was no indication of 
steroids or any other form of drug 
or alcohol abuse. “He was clearly in ... 
’ very good health except for this one 
problem.” said Varga, who per- 


formed the preliminary autopsy. 
“The entire front half of his heart 


muscle atid a pan of the icfi ^dc of 
his heart muscle were deprived of 
oxygen. If he continued at all on 
any schedule, it was only a question 
of time. Unless his condition was 
discovered and he had a bypass, the 
probability of survival for him was 
remote.’’ 

On Monday, Grinkov collapsed 
and died while he and Gordeeva 
were practicing for an icc show. 
Paramedics were on the icc within 
90 seconds. They were unable to 
revive him. 

The shock was immediate, and it 
cost a pall over a village that has 
worshipped Olympic heroes since it 
first hosted the Winter Games in 
1932. “It’s absolutely surreal,” said a 
spokesman for the Olympic 
Regional Development Authority, 
which operates the rink.

Famed golf courses argue 
holes can’t be duplicated 


HOUSTON (AP) — Three of the 
nation’s most acclaimed golf courses 
charged in federal court Tuesday 
that duplicating their holes is piracy 
. and must be stopped. 

Pinchurst No. 2 in North Carolina, 
Pebble Beach in California and Har- 
bour Town in South Carolina are su- 
ing Tour 18, a course in Humble, 
north of Houston, that duplicates 18 
famous holes from 16 golfcourscs. 

Closing arguments in the three- 
week, nonjury trial ended Tuesday. 
U.S. District Judge David Niitner is 
not expected to rule before Wednes- 
day. 

On Tuesday, Hitiner pointed to his 
maroon tie with a golf motif and 
joked: “{'ve done a lot of preparation 
for this closing.” 

At issue is whether a golf course 
hole is unique and warrants trade- 
mark protection. 

“An owner’s reputation should re- 
main with the owner,’’ said Jim 
Gambrcll, attorney for the three 


courses. "They have our reputation 
in their hands." 

But Williom Durkec, Tour 18's at- 
torney, counters that his client, own- 
er Dennis Wilkerson, never tried to 
disguise the fact he was copying oth- 
er courses, 

“Tour 18 was always identified as 
Tour 18,” Durkec said. 

Durkec also contended that Wilk- 
erson’s right to copy is supported 
both by the Supreme Court, In past 
trademark decisions, and by dis- 
claimers posted around the course. 

"At no time was there any effort to 
hide," Durkec said. 

Because plans and designs of the 
holes are not patented and in the 
public domain. Durkec contains they 
are available for the use of othen. 

For $55 to S70, a Tour 18 golfer 
can play a replica of the “li^thouse 
hole” at Hartwur Town (No. 18). or 
the "Amen Comer" from Georgia’s 
Augusta National (Nos. 11, 12, 13), 
for example.

WASHINGTON — With consumer debt at 
a record level, banks say borrowers arc falling 
behind on repaying loans and bankruptcies are 
on the rise. 

The Federal Reserve said Tuesday banks re- 
ported in a quortcriy survey that slower eco- 
nomic growth also is contri.buling to a higlicr 
loan delinquency rate. 

Loan ofticers at 33 of 54 banks questioned 
said consumer loan delinquency rates have 
risen over the past year. Most said the increase 
was expected, given a slowing economy and 
rapidly rising lending. 

The Federal Reserve reported two weeks 
ago that consumer borrowing rose by $5.4 bil- 
-lion-aLonjinnual-nite-in-Septembcr, the-28ih- 
slmight advance. But the report also showed 
that ihe buildup in debt is slowing. 

The September consumer credit increase 
was 6.6 percent at an annual rate, compared 
with a 1 2.7 percent rate in August.

Economists disagree on the severity of the 
debt crunch.

months earlier. 

In Tuesday’s report, the Fed said banks re- 
ported that household demand for credit in- 
creased at a slower pace in the last three 
months. Only about 15 percent of the banks 
reported higher demand fur residential mort- 
gages, down from 50 percent in an August sur- , 
vcy. 

Some banks have tightened lending terms 
and standards and raised rates for consumers. 
But the Fcchsaid most banks reported that any 
such moves were minimal. 

The Fed reported three montlis ago that de- 
mand for consumer loans and mortgoges grew 
sharply in the late spring and summer and 
banks made it ca.sier for businesses to borrow 
ca.sh. •
